A national population Increase of 
nearly one million during the last 
year was attributed today by the 
commerce department to an ex- 
cess of births over deaths. 


The net immigration gain for 


the year, the. department said, ac- 
counted for only 8,000 of the 908,-

They 
knew that their theory of class 
hatred, of terrorism and of cruel- 
ty could not co-exist with the 
brotherly tenets 
of Christianity. 
That is why they conducted their

True; the corrupt eccleslastlclsm 
of the Russian church was a fac- 
tor In the movement; but, pri- 
marily, it was designed to elimi- 
nate the Christian Ideals, which

Immorality pre- 
vailed, especially In highest cir- 
cles. Bribery was a* common as 
slavery. The plight of the poor 
baffles present-day 
Imagination. 


Oppression was the 
rule. Even

mans.

dwelling amidst these 
horrible 


conditions about the sanctity of 
government and the Importance 
of law-observance. 


As we read these strong words 


of counsel to Christians to obey 
they law and to honor officials 
we realize that politics and re- 
ligion do mix. If a man's relig- 
ious principles do not control his 
political actions he Is likely to 
be both a poor citizen and a 
poor Christian. Casting a vote is

sponsibillty to God.

should examine 
themselves,

tisan oratory. 


The Trinity Of Citizenship. 


When a Christian citizen en- 
ters a voting booth there is pres- 
ent the trinity of citizenship— 
God, Country and the citizen. The 
occasion is a solemn one. It is 
manhood and womanhood exer- 
cising one of the highest func- 
tions of personality. As for the 
person who will sell his vote, or 
blindly cast It at the behest of 
some political leader, he Is not 
only a contemptible creature in 
the eyes of decent men, but he is 
also a crack In the foundation of 
the nation. 


Whatever Is best for the coun- 


try lies always within the will 
of God. Primary 
allegiance 
to 
Him works out as West allegiance 
to the nation. It is appropriate 
that one should 
uncover, 
and 
breathe a prayer, as he casts 'a 
ballot, "In His Name." 


On A Higher Plane. 
There has been a deal of low- 
level 
politics 
In 
the

American political campaign. 
If 


we heed the Apostle Paul, we 
shall lift 
the Issues up to a 


higher plane. After Paul had dis- 
cussed, In practical 
vein, 
the 
duties of citizenship, he proceed- 
ed to sum them all up in their 
spiritual significance. 
He com- 
prehends all duties In the duty 
of love, which was last 
week's 
lesson. 
All the commandments, 
wrote Paul, are "summed up In 
this 
love 
word, namely, 
they neighbor 
Thou shall 


thyself. 
Love worketh no 111 to his neigh- 
bor, love therefore Is the fulfill- 
ment of the law." 


In this, Paul had the authority 


of Jesus, who gathered all the 
Mosiac code up into the compre- 
hensive law of love to God and 
love to our neighbor. The deep- 
er one goes Into the scriptures, 
the larger looms the meaning of 
love. 


A* To Temperance, 


A hard drinking lot were the 


old Romans. So Paul did not fail 
to make specific application of 
his teaching to the practice of 
revelling

drunkenness. In 


other letters he returns to the 
subject again and again. Later 
on In his Epistle to the Romans 
he lays down the principle which 
has been chosen as today's Gold- 
en Text: "It Is good not to eat 
flesh, nor to drink water, nor to 
do anything whereby the brother 
stumbleth." That's the love-prin- 
ciple In action.

scaping on Highway 14, five miles

Corsicana, in the complete 1937 
federal-state 
aid 
highway 
proj- 


ects, aggregating $16,600,000, and 
primarily planned to close gaps 
in cardinal highways, according 
to an announcement late Monday 
by the Texas highway commission. 
The program has been approved 
by both the state commission and 
ll'ic United States bureau of pub- 
lic roads. This is he first section 
o£ a three-year program to close 
the gaps. 
Nothing was mentioned relative 


to the present gaps in Navarro

at 31,500 In 1935, which, while a 
reduction of 2,500 from 1934, is 
still over 30 per cent of all acci- 
dent 
deaths. 
The 
decline from 


the previous year results from the 
fact that excessive heat deaths, 
which contributed heavily to the 
1934 home accident total, were re- 
duced to normal proportions in 
1935. 
And accompanying the 31,- 


500 
deaths 
were 
aproximately 


140,000 permanent 
disabling 
in- 


juries and 4,600,000 temporary dis- 
abilities." 


Mr. Garitty said that during the 


past year the 2,500 chapters of 
the 
Red 
Cross 
co-operating 
in 


this drive for home accident elim- 
ination 
conducted 
home Inspec- 


tion campaigns through children 
In the schools, asking 
them 
to 


check on possible accident haz- 
ards In the home and seek their 
parents' 
co-operation 
In 
having 


them eliminated. To this end, he 
said, approximately 27,000,000 in- 
spection blanks were 
distributed 


through the schools on which the 
children were asked to check their 
homes and grade them for acci- 
dent hazards according to prepar- 
ed 
chart.

'"The Red Cross Is also carry- 


ing the fight against accidents to 
tha farms," Mr. Garitty pointed 
out. "Agriculture leads all other 
occupations In the number of ac- 


cidents in connection with occu- 
pation, 4,400 persons losing their 
lives , during the past year 
on 


t farms. This Is against a record of 
4,000 deaths in trade and service 
indstrles, 2,500 In construction in- 
dutrles, 1,900 from manufacturing, 
and 1,600 from mining, quarrying, 
oil and gas wells." 


"It Is safe to say' that America 


Is waking up to the awful toll of 
lives and ' human suffering exact- 
ed each year by accidents," Mr. 
Garitty declared. "National, state, 
municipal, and civic groups In all 
parts of the country have thrown 
their weight Into the fight with 
the Red Cross to devise ways to 
promote safety. In the last analy- 
sis all accidents are preventable 
or, as a famous engineer 
once 


remarked, 
'Accidents don't hap- 


pen—they are caused.' "

ASSISTANCE PUN DELIBER-

The third called session of 
the forty-fourth legislature 
was at an end today, hav- 
ing adjourned sine die at 
midnight to the praise of 
Gov. 
James V. Allred for 


what he called its accom- 
plishments. 


Outstanding were enactment of 
law* radically revising the state 
old age assistance plan and cre- 
attng a system of unemployment 
compensation under the federal 
social security act.. 
Under the old age pension sys- 


tem it also had thrown addition- 
al financial support In the form 
of emergency measures to pro- 
vide uninterrupted assistance to 
Texas' old people in need and a 
large number of new taxes esti- 
mated to yield aproxlmately $8,- 
000,000 annually. 
"It has been one of the most 


profitable sessions in all my ex- 
perience," Governor 
Allred 
in- 


formed the house of representa- 
tives when it concluded its la- 
bors and reported it was ready to 
go home. 


Closing moments were harmon- 
ious in sharp contrast to the days 
of controversy 
when 
members 
lashed each other and the gover- 
nor over the bitter source of dis- 
sension, deliberalization 
of 
the 


pension law. 
Fighting to the last, the op- 
ponents declared the old' people 
ef Texas had been betrayed, while 
champions of the measures as- 
sarted the state would never have 
been able to carry the financial 
load imposed, by the present stat- 
ute. 


After hours of debate on the fin- 


al day, however, the house ap- 
proved deliberalization by adopt- 
ing an omnibus tax bill, to which 
the controversial section had been 
attached, by a vote of 100 to 45. 
Because the senate also had adopt- 
ed the measure by a two-thirds 
majority, the bill becomes effec- 
tivev immediately on signature .by 
Gov. Allred. 
After the lower chamber 
had 


revised its stand against deliberal- 
ization, expressed in several test 
votes, the senate then passed an 
emergency measure, 
authorizing 


issuance of $3,000,000 in interest- 
bearing deficiency warrants on 
the old age assistance fund. The 
bouse already had passed it. 
Bankers had informed Governor 


Aired they would cash the war- 
rants if the leglslataure passed 
sufficient revenue bills to guaran- 
tee ultimate payment of the war- 
rants and few doubted the con- 
dition had been met by the omni- 
bus tax levies. 
Pensioners Are Restricted. 


The new law will restrict pen- 
eions to persons in "necessitous 
circumstances" and with no other 
means of support and calls for 
re-examination into the qualifica- 
tions of those already on the rolls. 
It also abolishes the old age as- 
sistance commission 
of 
three 
members and places administration 
under the board of control-

NUMEROUS "CASES IN SEV- 
ERAL PARTS STATE CLARI- 


FIED BY DECISION 


AUSTIN, Oct. 28.—(IP)—The 
su- 


preme court held today that bet- 
ting on dog-racing is not a vio- 
lation of the state gaming laws. 
' It gave the opinion in con- 
nection with rulings on 
several 


cases which had been consolidated 
to clarify the law over which 
dispute has 
raged 
for 
several 
years. 


The court 
also 
ruled 
that 


dog racing organizations can not 
be enjoined and closed as a pub- 
lic nuisance, such as had been 
contended in a case from Dallas 
county. 


In the case of John R. Shook, 


criminal district attorney, against 
the All-State Racing Association, 
from Bexar county, 
the 
court 
said: 


"We do not find any provision 


in the penal code defining gam- 
ing which can be construed to 


[ include dog racing or betting on 


dog racing. It is not a game pro- 
hibited by law." 


In the San Antonio case, Shook 
also. had attempted to close the 
dog track 
by 
injunction. 
The 


trial court granted ,an injunction, 
which was dissolved by the court 
of 
civil appeals. 
The 
supreme 
court upheld the civil 
appeals 


tribunal and the trial court was 
ordered to dismiss the case. 
In Oak Downs, Inc., versus R. 


A. (Smoot) Schmid, from Dallas 
county, the supreme court dis-' 
solved an injunction granted by 
the trial court against the track. 
• It granted writs of habeas cor- 
pus to Winfield Morten, D. E. 
Hamer, O. M. Carmlchael and W. 
M. Cox, who had been held in 
contempt of a Dallas trial court 
injunction, 
ordering them 
dis- 


charged. 
They were companion 


cases to the Oak Downs suit. 
In the Morten opinion, the court 


' said it thought the district court
